— The  new  mint  at  Philadelphia  will  be 
dedicated.  This  new  .jet-age  mint  will 
be  the  largest  and  finest  in  the  world. 


— Proof  sets  for  1968  will  be  issued 
with  an  "S"  mint  mark  yet.  Orders  will 
be  accepted  until  production  capacity  is 
reached.  Correspondence  about  U.  S . 
proof  sets  and  special  mint  sets  should 
be  directed  to:  Officer  in  Charge,  U.S. 
Assay  Office,  Numismatic  Service,  350 
Duboce  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  California 
94102.  They  cost  $5.00  a set  and  may  be 
ordered  in  any  number  up  to  20  sets. 

— -Don't  look  for  a thaw  in  the  treasury 
department's  attitude  on  gold,  especially 
the  post  1965  South  African  pieces  and 
the  beautiful  $20  Canadian  centennial 
piece.  How  our  government  can  say  these 
coins  have  no  collector's  value  is  be- 
yond us.  No  right-thinking  Canadian 
would  spend  his  $20  gold  at  the  store, 
they're  too  valuable  as  a collector's 
item, ..Ah,  well? 


— Mint  marks  wi].l  return  on  our  coins  as  shown  on  the  above  specimen  set.  Denver 
and  San  Francisco  will  be  represented  on  regular  coinage.  Mint  marks  are  on  the 
obverse  of  all  coins,  on  the  right-hand  side  of  minor  coins  and  the  bottom  center 
of  the  50-cent  piece.  Latest  word  is  that  only  cents  and  perhaps  nickels  will  be 

struck  at  San  Francisco  and  will  have  an  S mint  mark.  Denver  and  Philadelphia 
will  strike  all  U.S.  coins. 
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— Look  for  the  disappearance  of  silver 
coins  from  circulation.  Our  .900  fine 
silver  dollar  has  over  $1.50  in  silver 
at  today's  prices.  Dimes  and  quarters 
are  proportionate.  Bags  of  un  sorted 
coins — mostly  silver — are  being  removed 
from  circulation  1 stored  in  the  vaults 
at  Denver.  Canadian  ,300  fine  coins  con- 
tain 20%  over  face  value  in  silver.  At 
present,  it  is  against  the  law  to  melt 
U.S.  silver  coins  inter  bullion,  but  they 
still  fit  in  your  piggy  banks.  Save  them! 

— The  future  will  see  a copper-  nickel 
clad  50^  piece.  This  will  end  the  sil- 
ver era  of  our  coinage. 

— Silver  prices  will  keep  going  up  (at 
least  until  the  copper  strike  is  over. 
Silver  is  a major  by-product  of  copper 
mining. ) 

— Collectors  can  expect  the  following 
from  Canada  in  1963: 

^Nickel  dollars  and  halves  of  reduced 
size. 

*Pure  nickel  25,  10  and  5 cent  pieces 
(no  change). 

^Copper  one-cent  piece. 

*Copper  - silver  25  and  10  cent  coins 
dated  1968  to  continue  in  production 
until  the  vending  machine  industry 
completes  machine  modifications. 

*Pure  nickel  proof-like  six-coin  sets, 
packaged  as  in  previous  years. 

*Cased  pure  nickel  dollars. 

* Pre-centennial  designs  for  all  coins. 

*The  Ottawa  Mint  began  accepting  or- 
ders for  the  1968  uncirculated  (proof 
like)  sets  on  January  2,  1963.  The 
six-coin  sets  will  have  five  nickel 
coins,  plus  the  bronze  one-cent  piece 
sealed  in  the  usual  transparent  film 
packet.  They  will  sell  for  $4  each, 
with  orders  being  accepted  for  one, 
three  or  five  sets,  or  for  multiples 
of  five  sets. 

w Uncirculated  (proof-like)  examples  of 
the  dollar  are  also  to  be  available 
separately.  Packaged  in  transparent 
pockets  like  the  sets,  these  will 
sell  for  $1.25  each,  with  orders 
being  accepted  only  in  lots  of  five 
or  multiples  thereof. 

^Orders  for  the  sets  and  individua  1 
dollars  will  be  accepted  only  through 
September  30,  1968.  They  should  be

— The  cut-off  date  for  redeeming  silver 
certificates  comes  on  June  24,  1963. 
After  that,  they  are  just  so  much  paper 
money.

In  the  last  issue  of  the  N.O.W.  News  for  every  year  (we  didn't  make  a December 
issue)  the  President  will  issue  a call  for  nominations  for  the  election  of  of- 
ficers for  the  N.O.W.  Election  shall  be  held  during  the  following  year. 


No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  president  or  vice-president  unless 
he  shall  have  been  a member  in  good  standing  of  the  N.O.W.  for  a minimum  of  3 
years.  Candidates  for  the  Board  of  Governors  must  have  been  a member  of  the 
N.O.W.  for  a minimum  of  one  year.  Nominations  may  be  made  by  any  member  in 
good  standing.  No  member  may  nominate  himself. 


No  nominee  may  accept  a nomination  for  more  than  one  elective  office  in  any 
one  election.  Nominee  must  be  notified  and  indicate  his  acceptance  or  re- 
jection in  writing  to  the  secretary. 

All  candidates  for  N.O.W.  offices  shall  be  listed  in  the  N.O.W.  News  previous 
to  the  election. 

Voting  shall  be  by  mail  only. 

Election  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  in  good  standing  appoint- 
ed by  the  president,  none  of  which  may  be  a candidate  for  an  offide.  Each 
member  must  be  a resident  of  a different  city.  Duties:  Pass  on  eligibility 
of  nominees,  determine  the  candidates,  and  count  the  ballots  at  the  annual 
show. 

All  nominations  shall  close  on  MARCH  1.  The  secretary  shall  submit  the  name% 
of  all  nominees  to  the  election  committee  within  five  days  of  the  closing  date 
for  its  determination  of  the  leading  nominees. 

The  secretary  shall  cause  the  names  of  all  such  nominees  who  have  so  accepted 
to  be  printed  on  official  ballots  to  be  published  in  the  Spring  issue  of 
N.O.W.  News. 


The  secretary  shall  retain  all  sealed  ballots  unopened,  and  on  the  first  day 
of  the  convention,  shall  deliver  said  ballots  to  the  election  committee 
that  has  been  appointed. 

The  committee  shall  cause  all  ballots,  all  envelopes,  Ic  a report  of  the  votes 
for  each  candidate,  to  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  promptly  following  the 
tabulation. 

The  candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the  lartest  number  of  votes  for  the  re- 
spective office  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  provided,  however,  that  not 
more  than  two  candidates  residing  in  any  one  city  may  be  elected  as  Governors.

The  13 
star  halo  is  symbolic  of  the  purity  and 
freedom  of  the  hobby.  The  completed 
picture  is  a tribute  to  the  beauty  of 
numismatics,  as  it  freely  strives  for- 
ward and  upward. 


The  medal  was  designed  by  Gale  Highsmith, 
society  president,  and  his  initials 
appear  as  a base  line.  The  reverse, 
commemorating  the  400th  meeting  of  the 
society,  is  a take-off  on  the  U.S.  pat- 
tern four  dollar  "Stella,"  which  reads 
inside  the  star,  "One  Stella  — 400 
Cents."  The  medal  reads,  "One  Stella — 
400  Meetings."  Star  rays  symbolize  that 
the  light  of  numismatics,  and  a single 
acorn  on  the  oak  branch  serves  as  a re- 
minder that  "the  mighty  oak  was  once  a 
nut."
